1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the 
previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4.

Content of Specification

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on 1/26/1 1 . These drawings are not 
accepted. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail 
to show: Figures 3 A and 3B do not illustrate a change in position according to 
the directional arrows P and D. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper 
understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP 
§ 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
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appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not 
be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate 
figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the 
brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional 
replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining 
figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must 
be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1 , 4, 22-26 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. In line 1 , "bath" should read - bathtub--. A preamble is generally 
not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of 
a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the 
claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the 
process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. Particularly 
in this case, the term "bath" does not necessarily define any particular 
structure. Appropriate correction is required. 

b. Claim 1 , line 2, "to in use direct onto" is unclear. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

5. Claims 1 , 4 and 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), 
at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. . 
Applicants argue on page 10 of the response that Figures 3A and 3B illustrate 
that the fittings 4 can pivot/move between the position shown in 3A to the 
position shown in 3B. The examiner disagrees. Other than a slight gap (the 
examiner interprets the gap as a horizontal shift or sliding movement) between 
fittings 4 and element 3, the fittings 4 in both figures appear to be in the same 
position. Figures 3A and 3B do not illustrate a change in position according to 
the directional arrows P and D. In order to overcome this rejection, the applicant 
should illustrate in phantom (i.e., dotted lines) the presumed second pivotal 
position in accordance with directional arrows P and D. Since claims 4 and 22- 
25 are in the chain of dependency to claim 1 , they too are subjected to the same 
rejection. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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7. Claims 1 , 4 and 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional 
or operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must 
be clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and 
correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative device. The 
claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the 
patent(s) cited. Since claims 4 and 22-25 are in the chain of dependency to 
claim 1 , they too are subjected to the same rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
Claims 4 and 22-25 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claim 26 is 
allowed.
